Fall ‘Term—Teacher, Miss Mary H. Jewett. 


Miss Jewett is a teacher of considerable experi- 
ence, well qualified for her work, and especially “ apt 
to teach.” The drill of the school and discipline, as 
well as instruction, was excellent and thorough. The 
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love of her pupils, and awakening a good degree of 
interest in their studies. The school appeared well 
at both examinations. This teacher has taught sev- 
eral schools in town, and meets with general success. 


DISTRICT NO. III. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Henry Field. 


Both Summer and Winter Terms were under the 
instruction of Miss H. Alta Robbe. The services of 
Miss Robbe should by all means be retained in our 
town if possible. She maintains a happy intimacy 
with her scholars, preserves an easy yet sufficient 
discipline, and is a conscientious and successful in- 
structor. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. 8. P. Longley. 


The Summer Term was under the instruction of 
Mrs. Sarah Frost. We predicted only good results 
when Mrs. Frost took charge of the school. Her 
success was equal to our expectations. 


Miss Abbie C. Robbe was employed for the Winter 
Term. She brought to her tasks a considerable ex- 
perience, and the school prospered under her man- 
agement. 


DISTRICTENO ive 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Emery W. Alexander. 


This district has had two terms of school during 
the year, one of six, the other of eight weeks. Miss 
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Martha R. Wilder, a teacher of long experience, was 
employed for both. Miss Wilder is too well known 
to need the commendations we might very properly 
bestow upon her. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Wm. Russell. 
Winter Term—Teacher, Miss Florence P. Cutter. 


This was a long school, the entire schooling for the 
year being brought into one term of fifteen weeks. 
The teacher seemed disposed to do what she could 
for the school under her charge, and had she at the 
start showed a little firmer hand in the government 
and discipline of the school, her success would have 
been enhanced. The examination showed that good 
progress had been made by many of the scholars in 
their studies. This district has some good scholars, 
and if they would more frequently improve the ad- 
vantages the High School presents, those remaining 
in the District School would receive a great advan- 


tage in the length of school and in the amount of 
instruction given.

Her discipline was good, and the 
examination showed that some advance had been 


made by the pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. D. W. Gould. 


There have been three terms in this district dur- 
ing the past year, all under the charge of Miss M. F. 


Harding. We are sorry to learn that she has decid- 


ed not to continue longer. Under her instruction 
this school has attained a higher standing than it has 
known for a long time hitherto. In her manners she 
is very quiet, but in her results very efficient. We 
cordially recommend her wherever she may pat to- 
serve as a public teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Willard Carey. 
Winter Term—Teacher, Miss Alzina IL. Hayward. 


This is one of our smaller schools, but the number 
of scholars has been increased by the attendance of 
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those from another town. Miss Hayward has taught 
the school a previous term. She is an excellent 
scholar and is devoted to her work, and the examina- 
tion showed that the information imparted had been 
of the right character, and that the teacher had 
labored with fidelity and success. 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. E. L. Twitchell. 


Both the Summer and the Winter Term in this 
district was under the instruction of Miss Augusta A. 
Gilchrest, who can nevermore labor with us and for 
us. It is sufficient to say of her that she was faith- 
ful and successful. 3 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Principal, Mr. T. P. Maryatt, A. B. 
Assistant, Miss M. N. Thompson. 


This school has maintained its character and use- 
fulness the past year. The instruction given has 
been thorough and the results all that could have 
been expected. 

The Principal has maintained his well-earned repu- 
tation as a faithful worker and successful teacher, 
and proved himself worthy of his position at the 
head of this school. ‘The assistant teacher has 
brought great fidelity and a thorough scholarship to 
her work, and has met with flattering success. Your 
committee were fortunate in retaining the services of 
both these teachers this year. 
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The standard of examination for entrance to this 
school has been placed very low, that it may be 
within the reach of all at all ambitious to secure a 
good education. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


As a general thing, the schools have done as well 
the past year as in previous years. In some respects 
we trust advance has been made. ‘hey suffer very 
much from a want of interest in them on the part of 
parents, exhibiting itself in the frequent absences 
and tardinesses of their children. In some instances 
a want of respect for the teacher manifests itself, 
which has sprung from remarks of the parents at 
home prejudicial to the school. There seems to be a 
general unwillingness on the part of many families 
in the smaller districts, to make sacrifices to secure 
more schooling for their children, by uniting with 
neighboring districts for school purposes. This is to 
regretted, and it is to be hoped that ere long Peter- 
boro’ will adopt the “Town system of Schools,” as 
have many other towns already done, to their mani- 
fest educational advantage.
